Reductions in GHG emissions and improvements in air quality

e Electrification achieves the greatest GHG and air quality benefits
e Truck/bus electrification improves air quality the most

Equitable mobility outcomes and public health benefits

e Mobility strategies (vehicle travel reduction, transit) achieve the greatest benefits for
equitable mobility (non- single-occupancy vehicle (SOV) trips) and health
